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ENEMY DELIVERS VIOLENT STROKE 
GO WAY OVER THE TOP 


TIDE OF ADVANCE OF TEUTONS FLOWS 
STRONGLY, THOUGH LESS SWIFTLY, 
TOWARD THE MARNE. 


FALL OF RHEIMS IS INEVITABLE 


French Break Down Hun Assaults In Suissuns 
Area And Also To the South 
of That City. 


B y the Associated Press. 
Keeping the tide of their advance in the center flowing strongly, 
although seem ingly less sw iftly toward the Marne, the Germ ans sim ­ 
ultaneously have executed a stroke on the allied left flank that has 
extended the battle line westward and virtually linked up the present 
battlefield w ith that of the Somme. 
The attack was delivered along 
the A ilette river, northwest of Soissons. 
Sw eeping forward in the salient 
that 
projected 
between 
the 
Som m e and the Aisne battlefields the Germ ans drove the allied 
me 
back so that it now runs northwestward from the vicin ity of Sois­ 
sons through Tagny and Blerancourt to the Oise river, apparently at 
its point of junction with the Oise canal about eight miles east of 
Noyon. 


The attacks in the center have now brought the Germ ans within 
two miles of the Marne at one point, Paris dispatches report. 
The 
wedge here appears increasingly narrow, however, and on its flanks 
below Soissons and Rheims the enemy is reported firm ly held. 
The 
French w ar office announces the breaking down of enemy attacks in 
the Soissons area and to the south, while on the allied right the line 
extending northeastward toward Rheim s from the 
neighborhood 
ct 
V ezilly appears virtu ally unchanged, the Germ ans failing in all their 
efforts to win ground. 
The energetic defense on the right wing is 
exem plified by the fighting at Thiiiois, three miles east of Rheims, 
w here the Germ ans entered the town, only to be driven 
out 
by 
a 
French counter attack. 
B y such resistance the safety of Rheim s is 
m om entarily safeguarded, but observers of the operations view its 
ultim ate fall as apparently inevitable. 
In the Toul sector on the French front the Am ericans have car­ 
ried out a successful raid. 


Teutons Ncar*ng the Marne. 
London, May 31.— The abandonment of Rheim s seems inevitable. 
The Germ ans are nearing the Marne and the P a n s Chalons railway, 
which is the main communication between Paris and Verdun

Greater Care on Part of Shippers 
in Packing Perishable Pro­ 
duce Is Urged. • 


HEAVIER LOADS ARE CARRIED 


Heavy Demands on Railroads Due to 


• W a r Conditions Have Increased 
Difficulties in Handling Fruits 
and Vegetables. 


It is not enough to select, grade, ant! 
pack perishable produce carefully; it 
m u st be properly loaded iii the cars to 
prevent food waste. 
Many thousands 
of pounds of fruits and vegetables that 
were not properly loaded in freight 
cars arrive at large m arket centers in 
such condition th a t they m ust la* re­ 
packed and sold at low prices, while 
some cargoes are practically ruined 
from shifting and lack of ventilation in 
transit. 
But th e loss is not borne entirely by 
the producer and shipper, for today, 
I with the nation at war, ejrery freight 
c a r m ust haul more cargo, and im­ 
proper loading, which w astes food, also 
■Wastes car space, because cars loaded 
carelessly do not serve the nation’s 
needs. 


Carry Heavier Loads. 
Reports from railroads and shippers 
allow th a t un d er the stress of car short­ 
age freight cars- have been carrying 
heavier loads than in the past, and in 
some cases m axim um safe loading has 
been worked out for certain crops. 
T h e d ep artm ent of agriculture and the 
railroads a re en d e a v o ritg to educate 
shippers to th e necessity for proper 
spacing, arrangem ent, and bracing of 
loads in cars to prevent injury in tran ­ 
sit. 
Shipm ents of carefully graded pro­ 
duce, such as peaches, p u t up in good 
ham p ers have been received a t m arket 
in such condition th a t they had to he 
repacked before they could be sold, 
m any h am pers being so broken th a t 
th e loss of fruit w as great. 
All this 
because th e ham pers w ere not prop­ 
erty spaced and braced in the cars. 
Even when loads are braced prop­ 
erly and arrive intact, inattention to 
requirem ents of refrigeration and ven­ 
tilation o f t e n results in great losses 
through mold and decay. 
Efficient 
loading of perishables prohibits put­ 
ting so much in a c a r as to result in 
auch losses. 
T h e limit of safety must 
be adhered to even though there is 
d a n g er through car shortage cf not be­ 
ing able to ship th e entire crop. 
If 
ours are properly loaded with open 
spaces between packages and an ample 
a ir passage beneath floor r a c k s , the 
maximum weight of carloads may be 
greatly increased, with less danger 
from loss th a n with light loads put 
in th e cars indifferently. 
Very perish­ 
a b l e produce, such as cherries, peaches, 
pears, and plums, being shipped under 
refrigeration, need special attention in 
► 
this regard, since fruit loaded within 
two feet of the roof does not receive 
proper refrigeration, and unless this 
space is open the rem ainder of the 
load is in danger through inadequate 
circulation of air to and from the ice. 


Standard Ventilation. 
Produce th a t can be shipped safely 
u nder “stan d ard ventilation” 
(vents 
open, w ithout ice) m ay be loaded near 
the roof with less danger than produce 
£ ia t requires ice. 
Rut safe .shipment 
of such produce requires air spaces 
above, between, and below the pack­ 
ages, so th a t cool, fresh air entering 
th e open vents m ay reach all parts of 
th e load, otherw ise the latent heat of 
the produce, together with the heat 


generated 
when 
closely 
packed 
to­ 
gether, will cause rapid decay and 
g re a t losses. 


Mixed carlot shipments are some­ 
times received with the produce, such 
as potatoes and cucumbers, scattered 
through the load because the contain­ 
ers have broken open in transit. 
It 
Is well in mixed carlot shipments to 
see th a t each type of produce is loaded 
b y itself, spaced and braced, so that it 
will not shift about while traveling to 
m a r k e t
